THE IMPORTANCE OF GUARDING 
CREDIT. 

Every wholesaler has more or less reason 
to complain of the unbusinesslike manner in 
which retailers, especially those with small 
resources, attend to their settlements A re¬ 
fusal to close an account when due, either by 
cash or note, unless some valid reason can be 
given, is sure to cause mistrust, with its ac¬ 
companying evils. But far worse is the care¬ 
lessness of some who do not promptly an¬ 
swer letters, or who refuse to honor drafts 
after proper notification. 

When careful wholesale houses, selling at 
close prices, are thus treated they are apt to 
warn their travellers not to call upon such 
delinquent retailers, thus compelling them to 
lose the benefit of keeping in touch with the 
latest books, etc., and to buy from firms who, 
working on long profits, can afford to waste 
their time on unbusinesslike men. 

In all cases it will be well for the small re¬ 
tailer to bear in mind certain points and to 
act upon them to the best of his ability. The 
excuse of lack of time to attend to these mat¬ 
ters will prove about as invalid as “ignorance 
of the law/’ which, as every one knows, will 
not exempt the transgressor from the penal¬ 
ties imposed by the law. 

In the first place, then, if the retailer have 
any claims for “shorts” or “damages” let 
such be reported immediately after the goods 
are checked. In the second place, when a 
monthly statement is received and errors are 
discovered while the bills are checked off on 


the statement, let the errors, if any, be re¬ 
ported by the next mail. In the third place, 
if it is impossible to make a remittance when 
requested, let the retailer write at once when 
he reasonably expects to be able to make a 
remittance. In the fourth place, when noti¬ 
fied that after a certain time the tardy re¬ 
tailer will be drawn upon, let him attend to 
the matter without a moment’s delay. Let 
him verify whether the amount and terms are 
correct, and that his bank account will allow 
him to accept the drafts. If not, let him write 
at once just exactly how the matter stands, 
and let him endeavor at whatever sacrifice 
never to refuse a draft. If a draft cannot be 
met at maturity, it will be wise to write or 
telegraph in time to save protest costs, and 
annoyance to the house issuing the draft. 

A little attention will save much friction, 
and help immensely in keeping up the reputa¬ 
tion of the retailer. Every man in business 
is conscious of the fact that it may not al¬ 
ways be possible to meet obligations promptly, 
and for that reason he is not as a rule un¬ 
reasonable. But every business man has a 
right to expect prompt attention to corre¬ 
spondence, and a reasonable explanation from 
his debtors as to the state of affairs when ac¬ 
counts are overdue._ 

It is clearly impossible in summarizing the 
output of the books of the year, as is annually 
done in our Annual Summary Number, to 
enumerate all the books that meet with a 
favorable reception, and the line must often 
be arbitrarily drawn. Yet we regret we 
should have drawn the line so as to exclude 
Louis Tracy’s excellent story, “The Pillar of 
Light,” that has been deemed worthy of serial 
reproduction in one of the leading New York 
dailies. ._ 

AN AUTHOR’S RIGHT TO HIS WORK. 

Judge McCall, of the Supreme Court Spe¬ 
cial Term, Part vi., on the second inst., 
handed down a decision in the suit brought by 
Basil Jones against the American Law Book 
Company, to restrain the defendants from 
publishing an article entitled “Army and 
Navy,” in the second volume of their “Cyclo¬ 
paedia of Law and Procedure,” except under 
the plaintiff’s name. It appears that the 
American Law Book Company, of New York 
City, in order to attract attention to its cyclo¬ 
pedia, caused articles written by young law 
writers to be nominally “edited” by famous 
judges and jurists, and then published such 
articles without giving credit to the real au¬ 
thor, but under the name of the distinguished 
gentleman who looked over the proofs. 

Judge McCall in effect holds that both 
usage and inherent right give an author the 
right to have his literary production published 
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under no name other than his own. The 
court’s opinion is as follows: “This is an ac¬ 
tion on the equity side of the court in which 
the relief sought is an injunction against the 
defendant, restraining it from publishing an 
article entitled ‘Army and Navy,’ found in 
vol. 11. of defendant’s publication entitled 
'Cyclopedia of Law and Procedure,’ except 
under the plaintiff’s name. The said article, 
it is claimed, was prepared and written by 
the plaintiff while under contract with the 
defendant to do work of this precise nature, 
and the grounds upon which the plaintiff as¬ 
serts he is entitled to the relief prayed for 
are: First. That a custom or usage in the 
publication of law encyclopaedias was a part 
of the contract entered into as between the 
parties herein, and as such gave plaintiff a 
contractual right to have his article published 
under his name. Second. That irrespective 
of any custom or usage the right of an author 
to the public credit of his work and to the 
publication of his name in connection there¬ 
with is inherent and resides in him until 
waived or surrendered. It may be accepted 
that the right to literary property is as sacred 
as that of any other species of property, and 
as has been forcibly said: ‘The right of au¬ 
thors in respect to their unpublished works 
have been so frequently and elaborately con¬ 
sidered and carefully adjudicated by the 
courts of this country and England and are 
now so well understood that in considering 
first publications there can be no doubt. The 
author of a literary work or composition has 
by law a right to the first publication of it. 
He has a right to determine whether it shall 
be published or not, and if published, when, 
where, by whom and in what form.’ These 
rights were vouchsafed to authors at com¬ 
mon law and statute has in nowise impaired 
them. What is true as general propositions 
is not at all altered by the fact that the crea¬ 
tion of a man’s genius or mind may have de¬ 
veloped while he was in the general employ of 
another. ‘For a man’s intellectual productions 
are peculiarly his own, and he will not be 
deemed to have parted with his right and 
transferred it to his employer unless a valid 
agreement to that effect is adduced.’ (Bouci- 
cault vs. Fox, 5 Blatchford, U. S., p. 95.) 
There is nothing in the contract before the 
court out of which can be spelled any such 
waiver. It is true that he stipulated that 
whatever he produced should be submitted to 
a process of editing, but it would be a wide 
•stretch of the imagination that would work 
out of that proposition a sale or waiver of his 
rights to ownership to or credit for the re¬ 
sults of his labor. The case is replete with 
•evidence of a custom developed almost into 
usage of the right of this particular class of 
writers to have their productions published 
under their names. This defendant’s pub¬ 
lished volumes teem with such instances, and 
this particular author, plaintiff herein, has 
his first article published under his name. 
That he wrote a letter of thanks to the repre¬ 
sentative of the publisher for so doing is 
rather a proof of his understanding of pro¬ 
prieties, and it would be absurd to treat it as 
an expression of any views that he was 
treated in any other manner than he had a 


perfect right to expect. Some proof has been 
offered that this particular article is not sole¬ 
ly the work of the plaintiff. That may or 
may not be true, but to protect a person under 
such circumstances the law does not require 
that it should be his exclusive work. The 
work may be the result of the labors of one 
or many acting in co-operation. Whatever 
may be the case the right is substantially the 
same and equally entitled to protection of the 
court, (Trench vs. Maguire, vol. lv. How Pr., 
p 479.) Upon all the facts I believe the 
plaintiff has made a complete case and is en¬ 
titled to the relief he prays for. Decree and 
findings to be submitted accordingly.” 


HIGH PRICES FOR RARE BOOKS. 

The record price of $317 was paid at Lib- 
bie’s on the 15th inst. for a copy of the first 
edition of Fitzgerald’s translation of the 
“Rubaiyat,” that turned up in the Knapp 
collection. The highest price hitherto paid 
for the book was £63. As late as 1900 a copy 
with manuscript corrections by the author 
brought only £35 at Sotheby’s. Since then 
the price of this little book which started its 
career in Quaritch’s penny bargain bin, has 
been steadily going up. The copy sold at 
Libbie’s was bought by F. W..Morris of New 
York City, who was also the purchaser of 
Hawthorne’s scarce first book, “Fanshawe,” 
which he secured for $621, the third highest 
price ever paid for the book at an auction 
sale. 

The second folio Shakespeare, with sev¬ 
eral leaves in facsimile was sold for $429; 
the fourth folio, with the verses beneath the 
portrait in facsimile, fetched $325. 

At Anderson’s, on the evening of February 
21, during the sale of the eighth part of the 
McKee collection, Edgar Allan Poe’s original 
manuscript of his imaginative poem, “Ula- 
lume,” was sold for $1000. The poem con¬ 
tained ten stanzas, 104 lines, but the last 
stanza was never printed. A letter which Poe 
wrote to Miss Susan Ingram about the poem 
sold for $160, going to the same anonymous 
purchaser who secured the poem. 

The highest price obtained for any of the 
rare portraits was $200, which was paid for a 
mezzotint engraving of Henry Laurens, en¬ 
graved by Valentine Green after Cooley and 
printed in London in 1782. A mezzotint por¬ 
trait of Paul Jones, printed in London in 1779, 
went for $191. 

A splendid collection of old New York 
prints was sold, and they w^ent for good prices. 

The highest price that has been paid in an 
auction room for a George Washington letter 
in a long time was obtained at the Mervun- 
Clayton salesrooms, on the afternoon of Feb¬ 
ruary 21, for a w'ar letter of George Washing¬ 
ton, written to Elias Boudinot in April, 1777. 
It sold for $160. 


COPYRIGHT PACT WITH JAPAN. 

According to an announcement made on 
the 17th inst., the Japanese government has 
entered into a copyright agreement with the 
United States with the view r of preventing 
further literary piracy.

THE CAMBRIDGE UNIVERSITY 
PRESS TO OCCUPY ST. 
DUNSTAN’S HOUSE. 

It is now definitely announced that the 
business of the Cambridge University Press, 
at present carried on at the warehouse in 
Ave Maria Lane, Ludgate Hill, London, will 
be shortly transferred to Fetter Lane, Fleet 
Street, to St. Dunstan’s House, at present 
in the occupation of Sampson Low, Marston 
& Co., which has been purchased by the 
University. 

The publishing business of Sampson Low, 
Marston & Co., Ltd., will be removed to 
more central premises in Paternoster Row; 
the Export Department, which was taken 
over by William Dawson & Sons, Ltd. .(and 
of which E. Marston is chairman), some 
time past, will continue to be carried on at 
St. Dunstan’s House. 

St. Dunstan’s House is situated on the west 
side of Fetter Lane, immediately to the south 
of the garden of the Record Office; it was 
erected about twenty years ago with a view 
to the requirements of the business of pub¬ 
lishing, and is in every way well suited for 
the business of the Press, providing ample 
room for present requirements and for fu¬ 
ture extension. It will be now possible to 
have show-rooms where the publications of 
the Press, Bibles, and Prayer-Books, educa¬ 
tional and miscellaneous works, can be in¬ 
spected. 

It is only in comparatively recent years 
that the Cambridge University Press has had 
its own London warehouse. Cambridge pub¬ 
lications, which, forty years ago, consisted 
mainly of Bibles and Prayer-Books, were sold 
through agents in London. The agency with 
Messrs. Rivington was terminated at the end 
of 1872, and it was then decided, on the 
advice of C. J. Clay, that the Syndics of 
the Press should not appoint other agents but 
should conduct their London business in an 
office of their own; accordingly a lease was 
taken of premises at 17 Paternoster Row, and 
the London business was carried on there 
from the beginning of 1873. The accommo¬ 
dation afforded by this warehouse was found 
insufficient, and :n 1883 the premises in Ave 
Maria Lane were taken. Since that date the 
business of the Press has so greatly increased 


a? to make a removal to a larger warehouse 
highly desirable. 


A'PARCELS POST TREATY WITH 
ENGLAND. 

After many years of negotiation, a par¬ 
cels post treatv has just been concluded be¬ 
tween the United States and Great Britain. 
By this treaty parcels not to exceed 4 pounds 
and 6 ounces in weight, and not to exceed 
$50 in value, may hereafter be sent at the 
rate of 12 cents a pound, instead of 10 cents 
an ounce, as formerly. All kinds of mer¬ 
chandise and articles usually placed in the 
mails may, with specified exceptions, be put 
in the parcels carried under the treaty. Live 
animals, except bees in properly constructed 
boxes; dead animals, except insects and rep¬ 
tiles when thoroughly dry; fruits and vege¬ 
tables which easily decompose, poisonous and 
inflammable and combustible materials are 
among the articles barred. 

Parcels post arrangements are rapidly be¬ 
ing extended by the United States. A treaty 
has been negotiated with France and will’* 
soon be promulgated There now exist par¬ 
cels post treaties between the United State*-- 
and Germany, Belgium, Norway, China, New¬ 
foundland and Japan and several other coun¬ 
tries. 


NEWSPAPER PUBLISHERS IN CON¬ 
VENTION. 

The American Newspaper Publishers’ As¬ 
sociation held its nineteenth annual meeting 
at the Waldorf-Astoria, from February 21 
1o 23. Charles H. Taylor of the Boston 
Globe presided, and Louis Hannech of the 
Newark Sunday Call acted as secretary. 

A special paper was read on the subject of 
“The Allowance of Commission Direct to 
the Advertiser,” by S. S. Rogers of the Chi¬ 
cago Daily Nezvs , a resolution regretting the 
death of William Cullen Bryant, the secre¬ 
tary and manager of the New York office of 
the Association, was adopted, and thirty-seven 
topics were discussed behind 'closed doors. 
Among the topics discussed were the fol¬ 
lowing : 

“Serial Stories. Have they a place in daily 
newspapers, and has practice demonstrated 
it? How should they be run, and what ef¬ 
fect has the publication in book form before 
publication serially?” 

“Soup Plates, Pickle Forks, and Bibles as 
a Means of Increasing Circulation. What 
experience have members had in 1904 with 1 
premiums?” 

“Copyrighting Nev/s. Will the A. N. P. A. 
devise a plan to protect the newspaper which 
.spends time and money in securing the first 
news, against the paper which steals it and 
uses it on the day of publication and in the 
territorv of the newspaper which collected 
it?” 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

William H. Braddon, a member of the edi¬ 
torial staffs of The Iron Age and The Metal 
Worker, died at his home at Queens, Long 
Island, of heart disease. 
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Dr. Frank Cowan, physician, lawyer, jour¬ 
nalist, traveller, lecturer and author, and pro¬ 
prietor of Frank Cozvan’s Paper , died at his 
home at Greensburg, Pa., on Sunday, Feb¬ 
ruary 12. He published several volumes of 
verse, a book about insects and a Dictionary 
of Proverbial Phrases Relating to the Sea. 
He was born in Greensburg in 1844. 

Rt. Rev. William E. McLaren, Protestant 
Episcopal Bishop of Chicago, died at his 
home at 93 Madison Avenue, Chicago, on 
Sunday, February 19, of heart trouble. Bishop 
McLaren was born at Geneva, N. Y., Decem¬ 
ber 13, 1831. His father was a Presbyterian 
minister, for some years president of the Uni¬ 
versity of Western Pennsylvania, where the 
Bishop received his early education. Fie was 
ordained to the Presbyterian ministry in i860 
and for many years did missionary work in 
South America. In 1871 he entered the Prot¬ 
estant Episcopal Church and in 1875 was con¬ 
secrated Bishop of Illinois. Bishop McLaren 
was a very earnest worker of very pronounced 
views and has had great influence among his 
-clergy. He was the author of “Catholic 
Dogma: an antidote to doubt“Inner Proofs 
of God,” “The Practice of the Interior Life,” 
“The Essence of Prayer,” and many other 
writings of “high church” tendency. 

Adolf Streber, member of the firm of 
Herder & Co., at Freiburg, in Breisgau, 
Baden, died in that city on January 23. Stre¬ 
ber was born in Munich, January 1, 1850. 
After passing through college, he became ap¬ 
prentice in the bookselling establishment of 
his brother-in-law, Benjamin Herder.at Frei¬ 
burg. At the conclusion of his apprentice¬ 
ship he took a position in Spithover’s book¬ 
store in Rome. Returning to Germany in 
1870 he went to the front as volunteer in a 
Bavarian infantry regiment. He was wound¬ 
ed several times and was promoted for brav¬ 
ery in the field. In 1873 he established a 
retail branch of the Plerder business in Mu¬ 
nich, to which he devoted himself until the 
death of his mother, in 1892, when he returned 
to Freiburg and became a member of the Her- 
dersche Verlagshandlung. On the occasion of 
the centennial of his firm Pope Leo xm. con¬ 
ferred upon Streber the order of Gregorius. 
Streber was a man of charming personality, 
■earnest and indefatigable in raising the stan¬ 
dard of his profession to an ever higher level, 
inspired himself, and inspiring others with 
the highest ideals of religion, art and sci¬ 
ence. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Jack London has completed his new book. 
“The War of the Classes,” a series of essays 
on social subjects written from his own per¬ 
sonal experiences and observations a dozen 
years ago. 

The first statue of a woman to have a place 
in Statuary Hall at Washington is that of 
Frances E. Willard, of Illinois, renowned 
throughout the world for her great work in 
behalf of purity of life. It was unveiled on 
February 17 with impressive exercises in the 
Senate and the House. 


Mrs. H. M. Lothrop, (Margaret Sidney,) 
is engaged in completing the tenth of the 
famous Pepper books, “Ben Pepper,” which 
the Lothrop, Lee & Shepard Company have in 
press for publication upon their Lothrop list 
during the present season. The popular de¬ 
mand for these remarkable books is contin¬ 
ually increasing, the sales during the past sea¬ 
son surpassing all previous records. 

A memorial to the poet, Edward Rowland 
Sill has recently been unveiled at Oakland, 
Cal. It is in the form of a bronze sun-dial, 
mounted on a granite base, and is the gift of 
three classes of the Oakland High School, 
where Sill was a teacher for a short time. 
The publishers of Sill’s works, Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co., have for some time past held 
out promises of a complete edition of his 
poems in a single convenient volume. It is to 
be hoped on all accounts that such an edition 
may be given us. 


BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

The Princeton University Library has re¬ 
cently published “A List of Arabic Manu¬ 
scripts in Princeton University Library,” by 
Professor Enno Littmann. The title is some¬ 
what misleading, as the list covers only those 
Arabic manuscripts contained in the second 
Oriental collection presented to the library by 
Robert Garrett, of Baltimore in 1904. The 
first Garrett collection, presented in 1900, had 
been catalogued by Professor Houstma in 
Leyden, Holland, before its purchase for the 
Princeton library. The present catalogue 
covers 355 title, and the two together 1549 
manuscripts. A description of these collec¬ 
tions will be found in The Library Journal of 
May, 1904. Professor Littmann is now en¬ 
gaged upon a more complete and careful de¬ 
scriptive catalogue of the two as one collec¬ 
tion. 

Brockhaus's Allgemeine Bibliographic has 
entered upon its fiftieth year. This excellent 
international bibliography was founded in 
1856 and was compiled by Paul Tromel, the 
editorial work being done by Heinrich Brock- 
haus, and continued by the latter until Aug¬ 
ust, 1857. Beginning with the issue for Sep¬ 
tember, 1857? Ur. Eduard Brockhaus became 
editor, and took charge of the classification 
from 1863 to 1880, assisted by Hermann Zie- 
genhalg. In 1881, Otto Kistner became edi¬ 
tor and continued until September, 1903, 
when Paul Schumann, succeeded to the edi¬ 
torship of the publication. The January issue 
contains a classified list of upwards of 400 
new works. An edition of the Allgemeine 
Bibliographic intended for export gives, in 
addition to the German price, the original 
prices of the countries in which the books are 
published.

ing part of R. L. Hobson’s authoritative ar¬ 
ticle on “Early Staffordshire Wares,” being 
taken up mainly with the Whieldon period, 
with four plates ; the concluding part of Mr, 
Jourdain’s description of the Arthur Black- 
borne lace collection, with four plates show¬ 
ing some remarkable specimen of Milanese 
lace; an ingenious description, by Campbell 
Dodgson, of a woodcut by Schaufelein, en¬ 
titled “Alexander’s Journey to the Sky,” 
which is now reproduced for the first time; 
also, another instalment of R. S. Clouston’s 
article on “English Furniture Makers,” with 
two plates showing examples of work by 
members of the Society of Upholsterers and 
Cabinet Makers. Besides these there are 
minor notes, a bibliography and correspond¬ 
ence, the whole making a very attractive as 
well as useful publication.
